Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the cited passages of 
Arimilli do not teach a plurality of address ranges mapped to a plurality of caches. Examiner disagrees, noting that Arimilli teaches that 
each level of cache stores a subset of data and instructions contained in a system memory and that the L3 caches may optionally act 
independently or in cache groups . Therefore, it is understood that main memory address ranges are mapped to the caches. 
Furthermore, the L3 cache comprises a plurality of caches where it is readily apparent that each L3 cache does not contain identical data 
as in the other L3 caches, therefore there must be a plurality of address ranges mapped to the plurality of caches. 
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
